US. Judge Voids 
Ohio Regulations

DAYTON, Ohio (AP) — Ohio 
laws restricting the kind of 
work women may do and the 
overtime they may work were 
voided Wednesday by Federal 
Judge Carl Weinman. 
Weinman said in a 30-page 
decision the statutes compelled 
employers to classify employes 
“on the basis of a stereotyped 
characterization of the sexes.” 
He said individuals should be

Found in conflict with the 
U.S. Constitution and the 1964

Fishing Ban 


Extended 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—-The 
ban on commercial fishing for 
walleyes in Lake Erie and ad­ 
joining Maumee and Sandusky 
Bays has been extended, Ohio 
Division of Wildlife Chief Dan 
Armbruster said today. 
Armbruster said the walleye 
continues to show a high incid­ 
ence of accumulations of m er­ 
cury. Ile added that tests are 
continuing.

Ohio Assembly Tries 2 Methods Of Lowering Voting Age

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )-T he 
question facing Ohio legislators 
no longer seems to be whether 
or not 18-year-olds should vote, 
but how best to arrange it. 
The Senate Wednesday, faced 
with either amending the Ohio 
Constitution 
or 
ratifying 
an 
anendment to the U.S. Consti­ 
tution to lower the voting age, 
decided to be doubly safe and 
try both. 
A resolution, authored by Sen. 


Douglas Applegate, D-30 Steu­ 
benville, was introduced calling 
for

constitutional 
amendment lowering the voting 
age from 21 to 18 for all elec­ 
tions, and setting the minimum 
age for holding public office at 
21.

$50,000 In State Books Sold For $20 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )-T h e 
state paid $50,000 for 5,000 hand­ 
somely bound law books that 
now have been sold to an an­ 
tique 
dealer 
from 
Fairfield 
County for $20. 
Secretary of State Ted 
W. 
Brown thinks it’s a good deal— 
and saving the taxpayers money. 
The unusual transaction cam e 
about because. Brown said, "We 
can’t even give the books away 
. . it would have cost the 
state $100 to dispose of the 
books.” 
He said the antique dealer, 
Davis W agner of Baltim ore, is 
hauling the books away at his 


own expense from their storage 
spot in the basem ent of the 
Statehouse. 
The antique 
dealer 
called 
Brown Monday, offered $20 and 
closed the deal. He was the high­ 
est and 
only cash bidder. 
It 
cam e in tim e for Brown 
to 
head off a state truck on

way to deliver the books to a 
landfill for burial. 
By law, the secretary of state 
must print 2,000 volumes of all 
laws passed in each session of 
the General Assembly.

House Panel Near Decision 


On Federal Welfare Plan 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
House Ways and Means Com­ 
m ittee is nearing a decision on 
legislation th at would relieve 
states of much of their welfare 
costs and institute a modified 
version 
of 
President 
Nixon’s 
family assistance plan. 
The crucial question of how 
much support to be provided 
needy 
fam ilies 
rem ains 
un­ 
settled after weeks of closed 
door meetings. 
It appeared likely, however, 
the yearly floor of federal sup­ 
port would be set at not 
less 
than $2,200 for a family of four, 
with a provision for additional 
m atching funds 
to states pro­ 
viding more than the minimum. 
This would represent a com­ 
prom ise solution to the problem 
of regional cost-of-living differ­ 
ences. 
The original Nixon proposal 
last year was for a $1,600 year­ 
ly cash support 
for a family, 
supplemented by food stam ps 
valued to about $860. The 
plan 
now 
shaping 
up 
substitutes 
cash for the food stam ps. 
Even at what is considered 


the minimum $2,200 level, com ­ 
m ittee sources said, the new 
plan would represent at least 
some saving in welfare costs 
for states participating in the 
federal 
matching 
fund pro­ 
gram. 


The committee was reported 
nearer agreem ent on a com ­ 
plete federal takeover of the 
welfare program s that now pay 
benefits to about 2 million aged 
persons, 81,000 blind and 918,000 
disabled adults. 
A consensus was said to be 
building around a flat paym ent 
of $150 a month for a single 
person and $200 for a couple in 
each category, to be paid en­ 
tirely by the federal govern­ 
ment.

The present system s for adult 
beneficiaries are joint federal 
state 
undertakings 
under

Brown said the reason the 
volumes do not sell is that there 
is much delay in getting the 
printing done. The last session 
of the legislature session ended 
July 13, 1970, but the edition 
for that period is not yet avail­ 
able. 
Brown explained: 
"Because law publishing com ­ 
panies now print and sell bound 
copies of the Ohio laws them ­ 


selves—-months before the state 
offers their publications for sale 
—most people who used to buy 
the state version no longer do 
so.” 


He added the books “haven’t 
been popular for 25 years.’’ 


Brown adm itted he deliberate­ 
ly violated the law by telling the 
printer to only bind 1,000 copies 
“ getting 2,000 done is just ridi­ 
culous.” 
Levitt called this decision by 
Brown “ com m endable.”

Reducing 'Nuisances' 


Chief Justice Warren E. Burger has 
taken the initiative on several occa­ 
sions to streamline the United States 
judicial system to free the courts from 
the crushing backlog of cases they now 
face. 
His latest proposals, made to a na­ 
tional conference of state judges, law­ 
yers, law enforcement officials and oth­ 
ers, are designed to rid the courts of 
private litigation which, in his view, 
do not belong before the courts in the 
first place. 
These “nuisance suits,’’ which in­ 


volve such things as personal injury 
claims, receiverships, child adoption 
and custody and divorce, Burger said, 
could be shifted from the courts to 
other agencies. 
As an alternative method, the chief 
justice suggested assessing a share of 
the costs of litigation, which he esti­ 
mated as high as $250 an hour, against 
the parties of the suit. He was particu­ 
larly critical of those who bring suit 
merely to pressure their opponents and 
then settle out of court.

Some students at the Wayne State 
University medical school in Detroit 
have produced what they believe to be 
at least a partial solution to two prob­ 
lems lacing the field of medicine: the 
increasing shortage of doctors in rural 
communities and the growing cost of 
attending medical schools. 
Why not, they reason, interest com­ 
munities in paying all or part of a stu­ 
dent's medical education (now averag­ 
ing $5,000 a year at Wayne), in ex­ 
change for an agreement by the student 
to practice a specified number of years 
in the community and a plan under 


which he would repay the funds ad­ 
vanced him. 
Under this arrangement, towns with 
doctor shortages would be able to help 
themselves, eventually at no cost, and 
students who need financial assistance 
to become doctors would be provided 
the means. Working through small 
town chambers of commerce, the group 
is finding a number of communities 
which are interested. 
As for the students, 17 already have 
met with representatives of one town, 
with even more signed up for future 
meetings.

Speaking Of Your Health

NEW YORK (AP) — Is real 
estate a better hedge against 
inflation than common stocks? 
Better in a recession? In good 
times? 
The question may be debated 
for years without a convincing 
conclusion, simply because all 
real estate is not alike, nor are 
all stocks. Some investments 
prove 
themselves 
over 
the 
years; some disappear. 
Thousands of small investors 
and hundreds of hardnosed fi­ 
nancial 
men 
are 
convinced, 
however, 
that 
real 
estate 
should be given more of an op­ 
portunity to prove itself, and so 
far the results look good. 
The vehicles being used are 
real estate investment trusts, 
the mutual funds of the real es­ 
tate 
market. Like 
mutual 
funds, the trusts are pools of 
money 
collected 
from 
many 
sources and invested—but in of­ 
fice buildings and mortgages 
and the like instead of in stocks 
and bonds. 
You don’t have to search long 
to find financial men willing to 
forecast a growth comparable 
with 
that 
of mutual 
funds, 
which- jumped from less than 85 
billion in assets 17 years ago to 
more than $50 billion now. 
There 
are 
now 
about 150 
REITs with total assets of less 


than $5 billion, but the growth 
is accelerating. More than SO of 
them have been formed in the 
past year and a half, several of 
them in the $100 million cate­ 
gory. 
Among insurance companies, 
Massachusetts Mutual, North­ 
western, Mutual of New York, 
Connecticut General and Equi­ 
table operate funds with assets 
of 
more 
than 
$100 
million. 
Why are insurers so inter­ 
ested in real estate? One can­ 
not dismiss the thought that 
even 
insurance 
companies, 
guardians of the fixed dollar, 
are convinced that inflation is 
here to stay. 
This opinion was suggested to 
Thomas 
Murray, 
chief 
in­ 
vestment oficer for 
Equitable 
and 
architect 
of the 
trust, 
which goes by the name of The 
Equitable Life Mortgage and 
Realty Investors, and was re­ 
ceived with mild shock. 
The reasons are many, Mur­ 
ray replied, and of course in­ 
flation was a concern. “ No, it 
doesn’t mean we believe in­ 
flation is here to stay. But we 
are 
resigned to

tolerable 
amount and concerned that it 
will be more than tolerable.” 
One of the chief motivating

But doesn’t this put them in 
the position of competitors with 
the fund they advise? To an ex­ 
tent, but Murray points out that 
Equitable already has $7 billion 
in real estate and always has 
more opportunities than money 
to invest.

“ All we know is #that the 
product which factory builders 
are producing today is not com­ 
petitive.” he added.

There are two m ajor reasons, 
Stastny said, for the inability of 
factory homes to compete.

is

which one producer estim ated 
at $5 million—m ust be am or­ 
tized in the cost of the homes it 
sci’s. Then, there is the cost of 
delivery.” 
There are three types of fac­ 
tory-produced 
housing: 
open 


fram e, what used to be known 
as prefab; closed fram e, where 
panels are completed on the in­ 
terior and exterior sides, and 
m odular, a 
three - dimensional 
unit usually 12 feet by 32 to 54 
feet. Modular units are con­ 
structed in the factory with all 
mechanical, plumbing and elec­ 
trical outlets included. 
Stastny said the cost of trans­ 
porting 
the 
factory-produced 
units to a site increases their 
cost to the purchaser. 
“ You can’t compress a modu­ 
lar home when you ship it. As a 
result you are paying to tran s­ 
port air. Panel type housing is 
more efficient because you can 
lay the panels flat for shipping, 
but still it is more efficient to 
build the panels on site.” 
Spokesmen for factory hous­ 
ing builders agree that they 
cannot

drop in the future. 
“ We expect our costs would 
come down if factory wages 
held constant or rose a t a slow 
rate,” a spokesman said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
head of the federal antipoverty 
agency has promised Congress 
government help for the poor

Caducei said some of the 
agencies to come under the Ac­ 
tion Corps umbrella are not 
specifically geared toward the 
poor. 
But he told a Senate subcom­ 
mittee hearing on a two-ycir 
extension of OEO this doesn’t 
mean the efforis of agencies 
aimed directly toward helping 
the poor would be diluted. 
“I would assume the activi­ 
ties of VISTA Volunteers In 
Service to America would con­ 
tinue,” Caducei testified, ad­ 
ding: “I don’t anticipate any 
slackening.” 
VISTA would be one of five 
agencies to come initially under 
the Action Corps after 60 legis­ 
lative 
days 
unless 
Congress 
vetoes the plan. The others are 
Auxiliary and Special Volunteer 
Programs of the OEO; Foster

the Department of Health, Edu­ 
cation and Welfare;

Irradiation is used to kill in­ 
sects, prevent sprouting, slow 
spoilage or stop it altogether. 
The countries allowing it are 
the Soviet Union, Canada, the 
United States, Israel, the Neth­ 
erlands and Spain. 
The Soviet Union was the 
first to do so. In 1958 it decided 
that potatoes 
irradiated with 
cobalt 60 to prevent sprouting 
were fit to eat. 
The Russians also allow the 
eating of grain, dried fruits and 
dry food concentrates treated 
for insects.
